INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
FRIDAY, APRIL 19, 1996 - 1000 MST
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 1

CURRENT SITUATION: Fire activity iIncreased this past week in the
Southern, Eastern, Southwest and Southern California Areas. High to
extreme fire dangers are being reported on several units within the
Southwest Area. Severity charts that were generated yesterday indicate
that Energy release components are at levels typical for mid June. High
and very high fire indices are being reported in several areas of the
Eastern Area. Fire activity increased significantly on state lands,
mainly Missouri. High and very high fire indices continue to be reported
in the Southern Area. The Governor of Oklahoma has put a burning ban in
effect over the northwest two-thirds of the state due to the fire danger.

Eastern Area Large Fires:

PRAIRIE FIRE, Illinois State. A fire in the Kankakee area burned 27 homes
April 12th before being contained.

Southern California Large Fires

The Fresno Kings Ranger Unit, California State, reported a 1,800 acre fire
April 15th. The San Diego Ranger Unit had a 1,000 acre fire on April
16th. Both of these incidents have been contained.

Southern Area Large Fires:

DAVIS COMPLEX, Texas State. This complex started on April 12th and was
burning near the towns of Girard and Jayton. A combination of extremely
dry fuels, low relative humidities and strong winds caused the fires to
burn rapidly. The complex was contained April 17th.

KIRBY COMPLEX, Texas State. This fire started April 16th and was
threatening the community of Plum Grove, which was 1 1/2 miles away. The
complex was contained on April 17th.

BEAVER POND, Texas State. This lightning caused fire had threatened a
1,000 acre Industry Plantation. A 40 acre burnout was successful in
keeping the fire from burning onto the plantation. The fire is 100%
contained.

BROUGHTON BRANCH, Daniel Boone NF. This arson caused fire was started on
April 12th and was contained the following day.

This fire was
contained April 17th.

Northern Rockies Incidents:

A train derailment northwest of Missoula in Alberton Canyon has caused the
evacuation of over 650 residents due to chlorine leaking from 3 of the
cars. The exclusion zone has increased to approximately 43 square miles.
Eight Forest Service employees are assisting with the incident.

OUTLOOK: ***A FIRE WEATHER WATCH HAS BEEN POSTED IN NORTHERN AND EASTERN
ARIZONA, THE SOUTH-CENTRAL MOUNTAINS AND THE SOUTHWEST PORTIONS OF NEW
MEXICO FOR GUSTY WINDS AND LOW RELATIVE HUMIDITIES.*** The Southwest Area
will experience very windy conditions through the weekend and again on
Wednesday and Thursday. A chance of showers exists for northern Arizona
and New Mexico during this period. High temperatures will range from the
40"s and 50"s in the mountains to the 70"s and 80s in the lower valleys.
Texas will have variable clouds with a chance of showers and thunderstorms
and occasional winds. Warm temperatures will reach the 80"s and 907s.
The Southern Area will be partly cloudy with a slight chance of rain and
thundershowers from the Mississippi River Valley to the Carolinas.
Temperatures across the Area will be In the 70"s and 80°s.
